ABERHART ADDRESSES 
BIG CROWD ON 
DOUGLAS SYSTEM 


Explains to Local Audience Methods 
of Balancing Consumption and 
Production 


Friday: evening the Gleichen Com- 
munity Hall was packed to the doors 
with a crowd that came from all 
parts of the countryside, to Near the 
Dowglas System of Credit explained. 
During the evening the orchestra 
played several selections. Mr, M. 
Bolinger occupied the chair and called 
ppon Mr. Manning, assistant to Mr. 
Aberhart and he informed the aud- 
fence that Mr. Aberhart was nov 
‘working under any politicai party or 
corganiation of any sort but entirely 
on his own behalf giving sever al weeks 
of his holidays to advvance the prin- 
ciples of the Douglas System. 

Wm. Aberhart, B.A., principal of 
the Crescent Heights High svhes, 

and dean of the Propi2.. Bible In 
stitute, Calgary, in opening his lec- 
ture said the more he learned about 
the system, on which he would talk, 
the sounder it looked. The Douglas 
System was the most important sys- 
tem that had ever been proposed to 
solve the present financial con- 
ditions, and he emphasized one 
important feature that there would 


be no confiscation of anything be- 
longing to private individuals, He 
said the system had been wel- 
comed and was being adopted in 


Australia and New Zealand also in 
Great Britain it had been receiv 
ed“and was making rapid progress 
for adoption. The Bank of Mngiand 
had set its seal of endorsement on 
the system, He was convinced that 
tf adopted in Alberta, it would solve 
many of the problems, especially 
among the fa:mers, and he urged 
them to demand that the system be 
taken up by the government. He ad- 
mitted that the plan for Great 
Britain would not do for Alberta be- 
cause England was an_ industrial 
country and Alberta agriculture, He 
stressed the “flow of credit” with the 
aid of charts, showing that distribu- 
tion of the products of the country 
was of more importance than the pro- 
duction of these products, “Flow of 
credit is the blood stream of the 
tate and it should not be interfered 
pith.” 

M[{?hree Factors of System Explained 

The basie system of dividends and 
the encouragement of Individual en- 
terprise. 

The State shall be viewed by its 
eitizens as a gigantic Joint Stock 
Company jwiith the resources of the 
province behind its credit. 

The bona-fide citizens are each and 
al) shareholders, entitled to basic div- 
idends sufficient to provide the bare 
necessities of food, clothing, and 
shelter for each individuai and his 
family. 

The qualifications of citizenship 
shall be clearly defined and rigidly 
enforced. 

No citizen shall be allowed to bar- 
ter away, or othemise dispose of, his 
basic dividends beyond the extent of 
the current year, and thereby become 
a vagabond or tramp with no fixed 
abode, or sustenance. 

Basic dividends should be $20,00 a 
month for every bona fide citizen 
male or temaie, 18 years or” more. 
Children of bona fide citizens, 16 
years old, will receive $10 a month 
and those 17 years old, $15 a month, 
(These figures are merely suggested 
for illustration purposes). 

This rate may be changed at the 
end of any five year period to suit 
the standard of living then prevalent. 

(These dividends are not to be giv- 
en on a basis of so much work done, 
but as a bare support of citizenship, 
loyalty to the state and best interests 
of the country. 

Salaries or wages for work done 
will be paid as now, but in provincial 
credit (not money). 

‘The state should provide as much 
work as possible for those who destre 
it, and can serve acceptably, 

Any who are handicapped physival- 
ly or mentally should be given bonous 
dividend protection, 

Individua) enterprise mst be en- 
wouraged in every way possible,

To prevent exploitation of the 
country’s wealth, citizenship must be 
carefully protected from unworthy 
individuals. 

All rendering service to the state 
or community such as doctors, teach- 
ers, lawycrs, bookkeepers, ministers, 
etc., will be paid fees oy salaries (in 
addition to the basic provincial divi- 
dends) by the individual, district, 
company or congregation sequiring 
such services, 

Taxes will be levied in the usual 
way but will be greatly reduced be- 
cause of the removal of all interest 
charges and overhead expense. 

All residents of the province who 
do not co-operate with the citizens, 
and deal directly and only with the 
provincial credit house will be assess- 
ed heavy taxes for the privilege of 
doing business in the province. 
Provision for Continuous Circulation 

of Credit (Not Money) 

Credit is the life blood of the state 
or community, Under no circumstan- 
ces must it be allowed to stop i, 
flew, 

No hoarding of money or credit by 
any citizen should be allowed if the 
state is to continue healthy. 

The basic dividend credits therefore 
must be claimed or drawn during the 
current year. 

All salaries or wages on incomes 
from whatever source, must be ex- 
pended by the end of the year follow- 
ing the receipt of the same, 

If any credit, under the above re 
mains unused, or unclaimed, the 
State Credit House should write the 
same off the citizen’s account. 

To encourage individual enterprise 
and to enable an individual to pro 
vide more adequately, for oid age, 
current credit may be used to pur- 
chase government bonds maturing at 
at later date for himself or another.

SOME APPLE AND PLUM TREES 
WHICH EXPER\ENCE HAS 
PROVEN WILL DO WELL 
IN ALBERTA 


During my twenty years exper- 
ience with fruit trees on the Alberta 
prairie I have found some sorts which 
is absolutely reliable here, providing 
they are given some shade and not 
exposed to the high prairie winds. 

In crap apples I find the transeend- 
ent ved and yellow Siberian crab best, 
Of the so called hybrid apples, which 
is usually a little larger than the 
standard crabs, | find the Columbia, 
Elsa, Osman, Prince and Tony, all 


developed by Dr, Sanders of the ex- 
perimental farm very hardy and reli- 
able. Dr, Housens’ Dalgo crab and 
Garnet are good. There are others 
which may be just as good but | am 
only mentioning those I have grow- 
ing in my own garden. The Pyous 
Boccata or wild crab is fine for orna- 
mentel purposes and hardy enough 
for windbreak. 

In plums I| find the Opata, Sapa and 
Tom Thumb all grown in bush form, 
the best. These trees will some times 
freeze back at the tops but as they 
grow out again and bear frwit on one 
year branches it does not hurt them 
much, 

Cheney is another fairly hardy 
plum. Wild plums do very well and 
Some of the fruit is good. 

Sard cherries do well and are good 
for jelly. Plums should be planted 
two or more sorts together im order 
to get fuit. 

The only time to set ut fruit trees 
in Alberta is in the early spring, last 
part of April, and the best time to 
buy trees is in the fall so you can 


heal t » in or burrow them in some 
spot ij ‘ur garden where the water 
will 3 stand. This enables you 
to pli n early spring when nurser- 
ies aj rule are busy and shipments 


often delayed and early planting ts 


half ~* battle 
Se ‘ur trees about 12 to 16 feet 
apar uf rows and same distance be- 


tween rows. Make hole big enough to 
cover all roots and set tree a little 
deeper than it stood in nursery. Fill 
in hole half full with good top soil, 
tramp ‘solid around roots, put in a 
hajfe pail of water then fill up hole 
with loose dirt. 

Although I have a large number of 
trees growing in my garden I have 
none to sell as they are all too big 
to move, but [I take orders for the 
trees named above from the same 
place mine were bought and while 
I get a small commission on such 
orders the tres do not cost you one 
cent more than if you ordered direct 
from the nursery. 

I want to point out that while these 
trees named can be bought from 
other nurseries, many nurseries buy 
annually car lots of cheap young trees 
frem the States, lant them ovt 
for a yeay or two in theiz own nursery 
and sell them as home grown. In 
some of our peculiar Alberta wint- 
ers such trees, grown on southern 
roots will winter kill. All trees grown 
by the man where I bought mine are 
grown on their own roots, hence 
stand a better show to pull through 
in hard winters. 

The price of all apple trees nam- 
ed, 2 years old is 75 cents and $1 for 
three years. 

The price of the plums, Opata, 
Sapa and Tom Thum, 2 and 3 years 
old are 75 cents, Cheney $1, Wild 
plums 40c. or $4.00 per dozen. Sand- 
cherries, 2 years 25c. and $2.50 per 
dozen,

for fall delivery send me your order, 
either with all or half the iprice cash 
and pay balance on delivery this fall 
when it is time to heal them in. Pur- 
chaser must pay express as price 
given on these trees is extremely 
ow.

Germany's New Airship Twice As Big 
As Graf Zeppelin 

The giant airship under construc- | 
tion at the Zeppelin Works—the LZ: | 
129, which will be double the size of 
the Graf Zeppelin—is taking shape, 
with 121 feet of the framework fin- 
ished, 

When completed next spring, the 
super-Zepplin will be 812.7 feet long, 
with a° maximum diameter of 135.4 
feet. It will have a voluume of 7,062, 
800 cubic feet, against the Graf Zep- 
pelin's 3,707,970. It will be the first 
German dirigible to use helium, | 

Other differences from the Graf | 
Zeppelin are that the passenger ac-| 
commodations, the crew's quarters, 
the pilot's “bridge” and the wireless 
room will be within the hull, There 
will be a smoking room, sadly missed 
heretofore. The main gangway will 
not be in the lower third of the hull, 
but its mid-axis, 

Other innovations are that the gas 
bags will not be of goldbeater’s skin, 
as heretofore, but of gelatinoid film 
stuff, specially farbicated. The com- 
pleted midships part of the frame 
shows the passenger accommodations 
on two decks with a total floor space 
of 5,389 feet.

Professor Raps Modern 
Method Of Education 


Says Students’ Mind Clogged Witt 
Dead Matter 

Modern methods of education clogs | 
the mind and as the result modern 
young people are class conscious, 
really ignorant, selfish and arrogant, 
their minds filled with dead matter. 

This slashing attack on modern 
methods of education was made by 
Dr, William Oliver, professor of the | 
School of Organization and Industry | 
at Edinburgh University, Scotland, 
in an address at the annual confer- 
ence of the textile industry held in| 
Harrowgate, England. 

“Modern education tends,” Dr, Oliy- 
er said, ‘to hinder mental develop- 
ment by clogging the mind with dead| 
matter. Education has become too pe- 
dantic, and in consequence distrust 
had arisen between men interested in 
education and men interested in in- 
dustry. 

“The idea that education should 
relieve its recipients of manual labor 
was prevalent, and it has been 
strengthened by the evolution of staff | 


appointments mainly dealing with 
clerical duties. Manufacturers were 
largely to blame for appointing their 
managers from the office, rather than 
from the machine.

Why then produce less to meet their needs? The problem that calls for solu- 
tion is not that there is too much wheat in the world, or that too much of it 
is being produced annually, but that certain countries for purely national 
reasons are denying to their people the right to import wheat and in so 
doing are denying to them the privilege of cheap bread. And what applies to 
wheat, applies in varying degrees to all other products and commodities. | 
Nature with her immutable and inexorable laws has a way of control- 
@ing production. In this year of 1933 when the story of huge wheat surpluses 
is heard on every hand, Nature stepped in and reduced the wheat crop of the 
United States by two hundred million bushels, and struck tens of millions 
of bushels off the Canadian crop; and reduced the yield in other countries. 
Drouth, and hail, and grasshoppers, and other insect pests all tcok their toll, 
and as a result the world will not produce more wheat than its inhabitants, 
require. 

Suppose the acreage sown to wheat, for example, was arbitrarily cur | 
tailed by order of governments. Farmers would be obliged to summerfallow 
the land not seeded to prevent it becoming infested with weeds. It will bs 
acknowledged that the more carefully and intensively the land is worked 
and cultivated, the greater the production per acre, Consequently, the almost 
certain result would be that larger average yields would be obtained, and the 
reduced acreage in crop would be offset to a considerable extent by the 
heavier yields. Therefore, even assuming that less wheat should be produced, 
reduction in acreage sown might not solve the problem. It may be admitted 
that there would be an economic saving to the farmer in increasing his yield 
per acre and sowing fewer acres. Possibly farmers should have followed this 
practice in the past, and should do so in the future, but not with the object 
ui raising less wheat, but better wheat and more of it per acre at less cost 
to himself. 

And if man decided in his wisdom, or lack of it, to greatly reduce the 
production of wheat in any one year, Nature might likewise in that year en- 
force certain of her laws to bring about a reduction, with the result that 
man might easily find himself in dire need, Or Nature might offset the puny 
efforts of man and order climatic and other conditions which would more 
than offset all man's efforts to lessen production.

Producing Pulp In Canada 


Cord Of Wood Yields a Ton Of 
Pulp 

It is usually considered that a cord 
of wood will yield a ton of ground- 
wood pulp or half a ton of chemical 
pulp. This is borne out by the figures 
of manufacture of wood-pulp for the 
year 1930, compiled by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics in co-operation 
with the Forest Service, Department 
of the Interior, These show that in 


making the 2,283,130 tons of ground- 


241,296 cords of pulpwood were used 
and that 2,168,886 cords of wood were 
required to make 1,076,804 tons of 
chemical fibre. The average produc} 
tion of pulp per cord of wood used | 
was thus 2,037 pounds of mechanical! 
pulp or groundwood, and 993 pounds 
of chemical fibre.

Ancient Symbol Believed To Havo 
Origin In Asia

is the real meaning of the swashtika, 
the emblem of the German Nazis 
which has been much in the news re- 
cently. It is not, as the Nazis them- 
selves believe, a Nordic symbol, It is 
one of the most ancient symbols, and 
has appeared all over the world. It 
was known in Old Japan and to the 
Incas of ancient Peru. One of its var- 
iants——the three-legged swastika—

Sicily—-and of the Isle of Man, So 
far as can be ascertain ,the swastika 
is Asiatic in origin, It occurs on Ela- 
| mite pottery, found in Mesopotamia,

cient Crete, where it was associated 
with the worship of the snake god- 
dess. In India it is called “swastika” 
when the branches turn from left to 
right, and ‘‘sauvastika’ when they 
are in the opposite direction. In the 
first case, it represents the spring- 
time or rising sun; and in the second, 
the autumn, or descending sun. The 
first is lucky, the symbol of light, life, 
and prosperity; the second is un-| 
lucky.—London Answers.
